The brothers said thelr refusal to -
allow the CIA to use their overseas .
Hunt Oil Co. affiliate for espionage led -
to the federal charges against them.

A federal grand jury Monday
charged the Hunt brothexs, criminal
lawyer Percy Foreman of Houston,
three other attorneys and a retired -
Pexas industrialist with obstruetion of
justice-for allegedly trying to thwart
the wiretap investigation.
